bellowes: Their ſmoakie banqutt was not yetat an cnd 
when they heard-a mighty and fearcfull noiſe, which 
ſome of. them  ſajd was thunder: But old ZBartholmew 
Clecker (a well experienced Miner) although. he lefr the 
worke without any ſuſpition of ſo neerean approach, re:
